The  sun  came  up  that  September  morning  with  an  amazing  annua  as  a  new  era  dawned  at  Roslin- 
dale  High  School.     For  the  morning  sun  that  day  saw  enter  there  not  the  usual  crowd  of  cringing,  green 

sophp  es,  but  instead  a  highly  intellectual  group  of  young  men  and  women,  many  of  w  hom  already 

were  \  IP's,  BTO's,  or  just  plain  "wheels"  who  were  determined  to  make  an  impression. 

On  that  remarkable  day,  September  !),  1948,  the  smallest  class  ever  to  enter  the  Roslindale  High 
School  met  for  the  first  time.  And  it  was  also  on  that  day  that  the  members  of  that  class  were  introduced 
to  Roslindale's  new  Head  Master,  Mr.  Thomas  F.  (lately.

Top  of  lifts  and  the  Key  Club's  Valentine  Dance. 

Our  class  was  well  represented  that  year  in  the  Glee  Club,  the  French,  Spanish,  and  Italian  clubs, 
and  even  in  the  radio  workshop,  which  broadcasts  to  this  day  over  Station  WMEX.  In  November  was  held 
the  first  honor  assembly,  especially  for  sophomores,  at  which  time  all  who  had  made  the  honor  roll  and  merit 
list  received  public  recognition  for  their  efforts.    My,  but  we  were  proud  of  our  large  representation! 

That  was  a  good  football  year,  too.  The  team  brought  glory  to  Roslindale  in  the  sports  field 
with  their  record  of  four  wins  and  three  ties.  We  even  tied  Southie  7-7.  And  even  then,  be  it  noted,  Carmen 
Donaruma  was  making  his  contribution  to  athletic  triumphs  for  our  school. 

During  the  year  Miss  Hogarty  and  Mr.  Downey  joined  the  faculty  and  were  welcomed  to  the 
sa'csmanship  and  physical  education  departments.  In  May  Kathryn  Fairbanks  accomplished  the  first  of 
her  many  remarkable  feats  in  the  field  of  writing.  She  won  first  prize  for  her  essay  in  the  Boston  Advertising 
Club  contest.     Plus  one  hum/red  dollars! 

Hut  then  came  June  and  the  end  of  our  sophomore  year. 

The  fall  of  l!)-f!)  found  a  less  bewildered  and  more  confident  crowd  returning  to  the  now  familiar 
institution  on  Poplar  Street.  Our  junior  year  will  be  remembered  by  all  of  us  for  the  many  stale  jokes 
about  the  Brink  robbery;  for  the  thrill  of  seeing  our  gallant  football  heroes  play  in  the  new  George  White 
Stadium,  where  they  had  a  most  successful  season;  and  for  the  short  hair  and  sneakers  which  began  to  ap- 
pear on  the  distaff  side.  Once  again  the  now -traditional  Football  Hop  and  the  Valentine  Dance  were  a 
huge  success.    This  time  it  was  "Oi've  Got  a  Lovely  Bunch  of  Coconuts"  which  became  the  rage. 

Doris  Johnson,  William  Pfau,  and  Harlan  Pinkham  entered  the  Boston  Public  Schools'  fourth 
annual  Science  Fair  and  received  Second  Science  grants  for  their  entries.  Kathryn  Fairbanks  again  wrote 
a  winning  essay,  this  time  in  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  contest,  and  once  again  brought  honor  to  herself 
and  to  her  class.  That  year,  also  in  the  field  of  literature,  the  Tattler  won  first  prize  for  the  best  magazine 
produced  by  New  Fngland  Schools  of  our  size.  Anton  Benjamins  was  awarded  a  certificate  of  merit  for 
his  autobiographical  sketch  in  the  contest  conducted  by  Scholastic  in  the  New  Xew  Fngland  States.  The 
Harvard  Book  Prize  was  awarded  to  John  Kliphan  of  ',51. 

Members  of  (he  French  and  Spanish  clubs  rattled  off  their  bonjour's  and  their  hasta  la  vista's 
in  the  always  popular  French  and  Spanish  assemblies.  Another  outstanding  assembly  held  that  year  was 
tli<-  Junior  Achievement  assembly,  at  which  the  guest  speaker,  Mr.  Maurice  J.  Kelly,  told  us  of  the  advan- 
tages of  first-hand  business  experience.  In  January  the  Roslyn  Chapter  of  the  National  Honor  Society 
held  its  induction  assembly,  at  which  inspiring  ceremony  Mr.  D.  Leo  Daly  was  (he  gucsl  speaker.  The 
following  fifteen  members  of  our  class  were  inducted  as  members:  Lillian  Barile,  Carole-  Chisholm,  Ann 
Cogliano,  Ada  Cosimini,  Janet  Faulstieli,  Joanne  Gravalese,  Margaret  Haley.  Webster  Howard,  Doris 
Johnson,  Rosemarie  Kelley,  John  Kliphan,  Joan  Lund,  Eileen  Marzilli.  Norma  Schlosky,  and  Winifred 
Shepha  rd. 

The  year  approached  its  close  with  the  most  spirited  election  ever  held  in  the  sc  hool.  Each  c  an- 
didate made  an  inspiring  Speech  telling  why  he  should  be  elected  to  the  office  he  sought  and  promising  all 
soils  of  improbable  things  if  he  were  so  elected.     When  we  cast  our  ballot,  the  results  were  thai  Joseph 

Evangelists  was  our  president,  Patricia  Chisholm  our  vice-president,  Dorothy  Waller  our  secretary,  and 
Dorothy  Stabler  our  treasurer. 

Spring  gave  way  to  summer,  and  with  summer  naturally  came  vacation,  to  be  followed  by  the 
climax  .  .  .  our  senior  year!  Two  years  now  had  passed  since  I  his  unusual  class  entered  R.N.S.  We 
wi  re  well  aware  of  I  lie  fai  l  that  we  had  done'  as  we  intended:  we  had  made  an  impression.     The  question 

was  I  his :  was  i i  good  or  bad  ?    We  hoped  that  our  senior  year  would  record  the  answer. 


HISTORY 


In  tlic  fall  our  newly-elected  senior  council,  working  under  the  excellent  guidance  of  Mi>>  Neal 
and  Mr.  O'Brien,  went  to  work  with  vim,  vigor,  and  vitality  to  produce  the  following  schedule  of  social 
events  for  our  senior  year: 

The  Football  Hop,  a  smashing  success,  held  in  the  gym  on  November  fourth. 

The  Variety  Show,  "Days  We  Used  to  Know,"  the  greatest  musical  ever  produced  this  side  of 
Broadway,  held  in  the  auditorium  on  December  fourteenth  and  fifteenth. 

The  Senior  Promenade,  a  most  swanky  affair,  held  at  Longwood  Towers  on  April  sixteenth. 

From  the  day  of  the  first  senior  council  meeting  we  were  hounded  by  these  money-mad  coun- 
cillors for  money  of  all  sorts, — for  class  dues,  for  pictures,  for  Year  Hooks,  for  the  Tattler,  lor  club  dues,  for 
prom  tickets.    'Tis  a  wonder  we  ever  survived  solvent. 

With  the  help  of  Miss  Gordon  and  Miss  Stavrinos,  Rossieites  were  able  to  break  all  sorts  of  rec- 
ords and  fill  the  greatest  number  of  Red  Cross  boxes  for  needy  families,  dress  the  greatest  number  of  dolls 
in  the  most  lavish  finery  for  under-privileged  children,  and  fill  the  largest  Christmas  stockings  for  the  men 
at  the  West  Roxbury  Veterans'  Hospital. 

We  were  sorry  to  learn  this  year  that  Miss  Clare  L.  Martell,  who  had  been  a  member  of  the  Eng- 
lish department  for  many  years,  had  been  transferred  to  Boston  Teacher's  College,  and  that  Miss  Margaret 
Learson  had  also  left  the  faculty  to  teach  home  economics  at  the  High  School  of  Practical  Arts.  Mr.  Branca, 
also  to  our  regret,  left  us  to  become  a  major  in  the  Army  of  the  United  States.  But  we  welcomed  as  new 
faculty  members  Miss  Alice  Croke,  Miss  Mildred  Pratt,  Mr.  Frederick  J.  Gillis,  Jr.,  Mr.  Robert  Murphy, 
and  Mr.  Arnold  Fitzpatrick. 

The  Reverend  Harold  Johnson,  a  graduate  of  our  own  school  in  the  class  of  1962,  gave  a  most 
inspiring  talk  at  the  annual  induction  exercises  of  the  Roslyn  Chapter.  At  this  time  four  members  of  the 
class  of  1951  were  inducted:  Jane  Diggins,  Joan  Garvey,  Nils  Hokansson,  and  Ursula  Looney.  The  officers 
of  that  august  group  for  the  year  1950-51  were  Carole  Chisholm,  president;  Joan  Lund,  vice-president; 
and  Fileen  Marzilli,  secretary.  Miss  Lucile  A.  Harrington  of  the  faculty  continued  in  her  dual  role  as 
faculty  adviser  and  treasurer. 

The  athletic  season  opened  exuberantly  on  "R"  day,  Friday,  September  ^'2,  with  the  sale  of  the 
maroon-and-gold  R  pins.  Our  spirited  football  team  scored  a  triumphant  victory  over  Brandeis  and  then 
.  .  .  enough  said  about  football,  except  to  mention  that  our  stalwarts  Carmen  Donaruma,  Neddie  Brennan, 
Tom  Georgio,  Jim  Mullen,  Wally  Collins,  Richie  Dow,  Bill  Goods,  Joe  Evangelista,  Jock  Phinney,  and 
Manager  Joe  MacDonald  did  their  level  best.
